Gold Strike 

The .sichest. gold reef_ever dis- 
covered in South Africa, containing 
62.6 ounces of gold to the ton of 
rock, has been discovered five miles 
southeastof Odendaalsrust in the 
Orange Free State. 

The strike yields 1,252 penny- 
weights over 18.4 inches, compared 
with the normal yield of 12 penny- 
weights. This is equivalent to $2,500 
a ton in Canadian funds. Up to now 
a yield of 80 to 100 pennyweights 
had been regarded as exceptional.

Canada’s sugar allocation for 
1946 of 465,000 tons is an increase 
of 4,600 tons over the 1945 alloca- 
tion. 

World allocations for 1946 were 

announced last week by the Com- 
bined Food Board on the basis of 
an estimated total supply of 11,809,- 
000 tons compared with 12,270/000 
tons in 1945. The Canadian 1945 
allocation was 460,400 tons for 
civilian requirements. 
..As a result of the Canadian allo- 
cation no cut in the present sugar 
ration is contemplated, Prices 
Board officials said. 


To Bring Dependents 


The 80,773-ton liner Queen Mary 
is expected to make several trips to 
Halifax, en route to New York, 
with dependents of Canadian ser- 
vicemen starting in May. 


If Prices Are Lifted 


Collapse of the present price con- 
trol system can panic United States 
consumers into a “stampede” of 
costly spending, according to Price 
Administrator Paul Porter.

The British Government has or- 
dered a 1214 per cent reduction in 
the use of flour for domestic bread 
Production and a 15 per cent cut 
in the amount of barley to be used 
for beer making. 

The new grain economies, listed 
in a statement from Prime Minister 
Clement R. Attlee'’s Downing Street 
residence, will give British house- 
Wives a standardized loaf of 1% 
pounds, instead of two pounds, 
without a reduction in price.

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ESTABLISHMENT OF HIGH 
SCHOOL DISTRICTS NEW 


TREND IN EDUCATION | 


A movement to establish high 
school districts outside of cities and 
towns in Ontario which will tend to 
equalize educational opportunities for 
rural students is now in progress a- 
cross the province, S. D. Rendell, 
Ontario Department of Education, 
Toronto, told representatives of 
Hastings County High School Boards 
and Municipal Councils at a meeting 
held in the Belleville Collegiate Aud- 
itorium on Tuesday afternoon.. 

“The high school districts which 
will be set up by county councils, 
will not affect urban centres directly,” 
Mr. Kendell said, adding that the 
movement to establish the districts 
would not be possible if it were not 
for a new system of grants whereby 
rural districts will be given greater 
financial assistance. 

This new government system coup- 
led with the district plan should re- 
sult iff bringing equality of oppor- 
tunity to the rural Ufban centres. 
Never Had Opportunity { 

The rural student heretofore has 
never had the opportunity to obtain 
the type of education. for which he is 
fitted, as compared to that of the ur- 
ban student. “At present,” the speak- 
er said, “there are only two kinds of 
high school courses in Ontario, acad- 
emic and so-called vocational. The 
Department is striving for something 
in between so that each student can 
get the type of education he is best 
fitted for.” 

“In rural Ontario 80 per cent of 
426 secondary schools offer only ac- 
ademic course. In urban Ontario you 
find both courses offered where a 
student can take his choice.” 

The new Department of Vocation- 
al Guidance steers pupils into their, 
proper sphere of life. This is all right» 
insofor as city schools are concerned 
where a student has his choice but in 
rural schools where only an academic 
course is available the students not 
suited for this, finally quits. 
Lack Facilities 

Rural schools, the speaker went on 
lack libraries, gymnasia, auditoriums 
and cafeterias, and in this way the 
balance is entirely in favor of the 
urban student. The rural | student 
does not get the thrill of a large as- 
sembly, the school band, or oppor- 
tunity to take a course which will, 
teach him to use his hands. 

A complete course of education 
cannot be derived from a textbook: 
alone, Mr. Rendell said. In the rural 
districts there are many brains to be 
salvaged; many aptitudes and skills 
to be developed. When the average | 
assessment for high schools in com- 
pared to farms, there is not much 
difference, he said. 

“Rural,Ontario has been paying a 


fair contribution to secondary school \. 


education for many years, and I 
doubt if it has been getting its 
money's worth.” ‘ 

The high school district idea, he 
went on, will take in townships and 
villages in an area 15 miles in rad- 
ius and 30 miles across. “The De- 
partment's job is to try to convince 


- 


the rural people to pool their money | 


and students and concentrate on one 
area so they can have the same sec- 
dndary school advantages the city 


achools have.” | 
Want District in County i 


In Hastings County with an 18 
million dollar assessment and 34,000 


population, the department is trying | 


to locate a high school district, out- 
side of Belleville and Trenton in an 
area with 10 million dollars assess- 
ment. If this is done, it will be a step 
in the right direction, the speaker de- 
clared. 


“If we can get this one school with ' 


300 students, they will get the same 
advantages as those attending the 
Belleville school with the exception 
of highly specialized courses.” 

This size area may be too large in 
a snow country, but if the disadvant- 
ages of distance can be overcome, it 
will be found that the county school 
will offer the courses, and provide 
the accommodation comparable to 
the Belleville school, one of the bet- 
ter institutions in this part of Ont- 
ario.

Nature Asserts Itself 

The basic difficulty in enforcing 
a farm strike or five-day week is 
the refusal of Nature to play ball. 
Grass and cattle will continue to 
grow. Calves, lambs and chicks 
continue to be born. Cows must 
be milked and pigs must be fed 
no matter what th: owner may 
If he refuses to 
cut the hay or milk the cows, then 
he himself is the first to lose. Like 
the individual businessman, the 
farmer's main interest must be pro- 
duction, as continuous and econ- 
omically as possible. . 

Switch May Be Necessary 

It is ridiculous for the producer 
of beef cattle or any other farm 
commodity to think of withholding 
any marketable product for any 
length of time. Onc it passes the 
right stage for processing, it begins 
to deteriorate or it runs up storage 
charges. If grain-fattened cattle 
are turned out to grass, they will 
lose their finish and all the work 
and feed that went into that finish- 
ing is largely wasted. Once hogs 
are brought to the approved 200- 
odd pound market weight, they 
must be butchered or they will be 
docked for excess fat and coarse- 
ness of flesh, And even the unfor- 
tunate who has never left the city 
payement knows what happens to 
and vegetables if kept too 
long.

Highlights of the News 


U.S. $3,750,000,000 Loan 


a’ 


The $3,750,000,000 loan to Britain 
bill, accorded Senate approval after 
lengthy debate and defeat of nu- 
merous crippling amendments, 
will be considered almost immedi- 
ately by a House of Representa- 
tives committee and then referred 
to that chamber for open debate. 

The loan agreement, reached last 
December after long negotiations 
led for the British by the late Lord 
Keynes, provides for a $3,750,000,- 
000 loan repayable in 50 years with 
interest at two per cent. 

In any year that Britain suffers 
circumstances which make interest 
payment difficult or impossible the 
interest may be waived and can- 
celled. 


A King In Exile 


Victor Emmanuel settled down 
to a life of exile in Egypt last week 
after a reign of nearly 46 years as 
king of Italy, thus joining the 
growing ranks of Europe's home- 
less royalty. 

The weary little man and his 
wife, the former Queen Elena, 
were greeted by Egypt's King 
Farouk when they debarked at 
Alexandria from an Italian cruiser. 

The Italian cabinet approved the 
assumption of the throne by Crown 
Prince Humbert, but specified his 
powers would extend only until 
June 2. On that day the Italian 
people will decide whether to con- 
tinue the monarchy. 


Setback at Simla 


The British Cabinet mission's 
forthcoming statement on its con- 
ferences with Moslem and Hindu 
representatives at Simla will con- 
tain a declaration on Indian inde- 


spendence, probably indicating the 


apprOimate date by which India 
will become e@nletely independ- 
ent, 

The British cabinet mission, ad- 
mitting failure of an _ eight-day 
conference with Moslem and 
Hindu leaders on independence for 
India, made it plain it still has 
hopes of solving the problem, 

The conference ended in com- 
plete breakdown, dealing a severe 
blow to the hopes of those who 
had expected a quick transition 
from British control to Indian self- 
government. . 

No reason for collapse of the 
negotiations was given. 

The three British cabinet minis- 
ters had hoped to help India draft 
a cénstitution. 


Canada’s Loan to U.K. 


At Ottawa the Canadian Senate 
approved a bill providing for a 
$1,250,000,000 loan to the United 
Kingdom. The bill now awaits 
royal assent. 


Canadian Strike Threat 


The threat of nation-wide strike 
action next month against every 
major Canadian industry unless 
union wage and hour demands are 
granted, emerged as the keynote of 
a conf¢rence of the National Wage 
Board Co-ordinating Committee of 
the Canadian Congress of Labor, 
held in Toronto. 

The committee endorsed the de- 
cision of the International ‘Wood- 
workers of America, B.C., to take 
strike action on May 15, and the 
decision of the United Rubber 
Workers of America, C1O-CCL, 
who have set May 27 as the dead- 
line for strike action unless they 
receive an “adequate Wage and 
hour settlement by that time.”

Long, slow cooking in 
d_ heat will cook veal well and 
still keep it juicy. Experiments 
lave shown that a maintained tem 
perature of 325 deg. F., will do the 
trick, provided the required length 
of time is allowed, 30 to 35 minutes 
per pound is considered best. 

For top of the stove cooking, 
moist heat and low-simmering 
tompereture will tenderize” the 
meat and keep the fine even tex- 
ture.

Canned Rhubarb 


The rhubarb, aative of the prov 
ince of Szechwan, Kansu and of 
Tibet, was eagerly adopted from 
‘the Chinese. It was an important 
feature of overland trade with 
Ancient Europe and in 1750, three 
precious parcels, containing rhu- 
barb seeds wete brought from the 
West by a Russiar Caravan, to be 
sent as a gift of the Russian Gov- 
ernment to the botanical societies 
of England, Scotland and Ger- 
many. Rhubarb, although it is so 
old and has travelled so far from 
its native habitat is ¢he first fruit 
to appear i> the Can: dian gardens 
and. brings a welcome change in 
the dessert pattern. 


Early rhubarb, rosy and tender 
needs very little cooking and also 
little sugar, which is an advantage 
in these days of rationing. 


It the garden contains a large 
patch of rhubarb, canning, part of 
it would prove to be a boon next 
winter. It is wise to can rhubarty 
while the stalks are young ind ten 
der. Later on in the summer thes 
are apt to become woody. 


The home economists of the 
Consumer Section of the Dominion 
Denartment of Agriculture recom 
mend several methods of canning 
thubarb. Here is one method that 
will prove a favorite when a serv- 
ing of fruit is desired for lunch or 
supper. It is called the “dry sugar 
method”, and is a real short-cut. 


For 1 quart of canned fruit, use: 
4 cups rhubarb, cut in one-inch 
lengths, '4 cup sugar and boiling 
water. Pack the quart sealer halt 
fuli of cur rhubarb, add about 4 
ci the sugar. Cou.tinue to pack 
sealer with alternate layers of rhu- 
barb and sugar. When full, cover 
with boiling water to within one 
quarter inch of top of sealer. Seal 
tightly, and tilt gently back and 
forth to dissolve sugar. Loosen 
seal slightly and process in boiling 
water bath, allowirg fifteen min- 
utes for pints and twenty minutes 
for quarts. Remove sealers from 
water bath, complete the seal and 
allow to cool in an upright

Atom Blast A Big 
Test For Cameras 


}\ Every Precaution Being Taken 


To Protect Photographers 
‘ And Equipment 


When the Army and Navy ex- 
plode atom bombs on the Pacific 
atoll, photography will be literally 
and figuratively or the spot. Hun- 
dreds of cameras will -be focused 
on the bomb tests and thousands 
of exposures will be made — to 
record on film the atomic blast 
that will influence every living 
thing on this planet. 


Will photography be able to 
stand the test? What new dis- 
coveries in) atomic power ‘will it 
record?~ Large numbers of auto- 
matic cameras will operate—-and 
radio-controlled robot planes will 
carry robot cameras right into the 
edge of the explosion area. 


Protection For Cameras 


So intense will be the light that 
will blaze over the Pacific—and 
so intense the heat and radio-ac- 
tive effect—that extraordinary pre- 
cautions are being taken to. pro- 
tect photographers, film and tcam- 
eras alike. Batteries of caricras 
are to be mounted on top of 100- 
foot steel towers on several is- 
lands five to ten miles away from 
the target sh‘ps in the Bikini atoll, 
Marshall islands. 


To protect the cameras, rooms 
with thick lead walls are being 
constructed in the towers. Inside 
the lead rooms, the cameras will 
be additionally protected by air- 
tight waterproof boxes. Even the 
poftholes will be shielded with 
lead. They will remain open until 
the flash goes off, the portholes 
will close automatically before the 
outward spreading wave of radio- 
activity reaches the towers. Radio- 
active waves will be turned back 
by the lead sheathing. 


No photographers will be in the 
towers—the cameras will be started 
by radio from a distant ship—and 
it be several weeks after each 
teat tore any human being will 
be able to appidach them, because 
of radio-activity. 


“Freckles” on Films 


In the first pictures which were 
released to the public after the 
New Mexico atom bomb test, big 
“freckles” — big black spots — 


showed up against the ige of 
the explosion, 
U.S. camera magazines, after 


asking the Army and its photo- 
gtaphers what caused them, pub- 


‘ lished the very interesting explana- 


tion a few issues ago: Although the 

‘cameras which took these pictures 
were shielded in concrete dugoute 
six miles away, the heat of the ex- 
plosion, focused through the lens, 
was so great that it literally blis- 
tered the film. These blister spots 
showed up <1 huge “freckles”. This 
time photographers hope special 
equipment will prevent a recur- 
rence of these atomic blisters.
